TWO SPLITS IN  DEMOCRATIC RANKS

Ehe Noarnburners and the Hankers— |
Dramntie Division In 1800 Hes
publicnn Sehisms of 1873
nnd 1854,

Saveral partles have had “walk outa® In
ponventions, Charles M. Harvey in
the Globe-Demoorat.  The demorcratic party
has had two of them The democratic nne
Clonal conventlon of 1848, which met
Baltimore on May 22, had a longer and far
fhore exclting contest over weats than both-
ered the Louls gathering. Twa Odays

glon, and most of the latler being In favor
of It, or at least not earing partionlarky
Whetber it was extendsd  or not Tho
Hunlters malntalned about the same sort of
B0 auitude toward slavery in the terri
tories that Stophen A. Douglas did ten yearn
Rater,  They did not eare whether it was
Foted down or voted up,

Howover, In the Darnburner ranks were
many sincere opponents of slavery oxten-
#lon, prominent among them belng John A,
Dix, Azarial C. Flagg, Benjamin F, Butler,
A attorney general for a time under both
Vuckson and Van Huren; David Dudiey Fleld,
ex-Prosident Martin Van Buren and Samuel
J. Tilden,  Some of the Barnburners—Dix
and Fleld among those mentioned hero—
enterod the republican  party  afterward.
Both the Barsburners and thelr local ene-
mies, the Hunkers, sent delegations to the
national convention of their party in 1845,
fin before montloned, and that assemblage
pvrostled for two days over the question of
which to admit, At last the conveontlon
fmnde o compromisge, ng many other assem-
blages Lofore and sinece did on the conflieting
¢laims of factlons, and decided to admit
both elements, giving each half the vote
401 the state The compromise did not
Conm-
promises seldom  do. ought to have
been  lesa objectionable, however, to the
Barnbnirners, who were the minority faction
among the voters of the state, than It was
to the Hunkers. Nevertheless, the Barn-
burters “walked out’ of the convention
The bolt defeated the democracy In the
campulgn. A convenlion under the Barn-
burnors’ muspices, In which sevral states
weore roprosented, moet o Utienp N. Y., June
B2, 1845, a wonth Inter than the demo-
gratle, and nominated Van Buren for presl-
dant and Henry Dodge of Wlisconsin  for
wice president, Dodge refused to accept
the candldacy. Meantime an Ohlo gather-
ing of independents called a natfopal con-
vention of foes of slavery extension, to
meet ot Buffalo on August 9 This Bulfalo
convention was an Important assemblage.
It founded the free soll party, on the basis
of rosistance to slavery extension, and
nominated Van Buren for president and
Charles Francls Adams for vice president,
The Barnburners were strongly represented
In that conventlon. In the electlon they
polled 120,000 votes In New York, as cem-
pared with 114,000 received by Cams, the
regular democratic candidate. Taylor, the
whig nominee, recelved In New York 218,-
000 votes, or 16,000 below the combined Van
Buren and Cass strength, and as that state
Was “'pivotal’” that year, as it had been in
4544, and as it was often since, the BHarnp-
burner bolt defeated the party to which
this factlon belonged,

THE SPLIT OF 1860,

But the most memorable, dramatie and
Mmomaontous ‘walk-out'* which ever occurred
in o national convention of any party took
place in the democratic gathering of 1860,
which met in Charleston on April 24, That
was an early date for a natlonnl conven-
tlon of a great party to assemble, but the
sork which It started out w perform was
ot fnished untll long afterward. There
awere contests for sedats In that conventlon,
WNew York, of course, figuring in one of
them. Illinols, too, hod a contesting delo-
gatlon. The delegates from those two
states were Douglas and anti-Douglas, The
natlonal committee gave tlckets of admis-
plon to the Douglas men. and, after a long
fight, the convention, In which the Douglas
element had o majority, owlng to the pre-
ponderance of the wnorthern states, In-
dorged the committee’s action and gave
geats to the Douglas delegales.

Naturally, however, a far longer and more
gxclting fight took place upon the adoption
of the platform. April 23, when the con-
vention opened, was Monday, and the coa-
tosts for seits were declded on Wednesday,
but Priday had arrived when the resolu-
tiona committee announced Its readiness to
report, The committee, as overybody ox-
pocted, was unable to agree on a platform
and had made two reports. As before men-
tioned, the Douglias men had a majority of
the delegates, but the southern element,
who wanted to make John . Brecklorldge
the candidate, had a majority of the states,
They got this because Oregon and Call-
fornln unlted with them, giviog them seven-
teen out of the thirty-three states, and a
majority of the resolutions committes, which
fraomed the platform, each state having oue
member of the committee,

Siavery extension or nop-extension Into
the territories was the burning Issue of the
duy, The Brecklnridge or southern end of
the dumocracy, contended that congress had
no right to exclude slavery from the terri-
tories; that the constitution gave the slaye-
Dolders the right to take thelr property 1nto
them, and that the government was bound
to defend it If It needed any defenge, Pop-
ular woverclgnly, or the right of the people
to declde whether they should have slavery
or not, was the position of the Douglas men,
They, at the same time, proclalmed their
pequicscence in the Dred  Scott declslon,
which virtuslly declared that congress had
fio right to keep slavery out of the terri-
torles. On logal grounds the southern posis
tion, therefore, as butiressed by the Dred
Beott declaration, was the stronger, while,
of course, on moral grounds, the Douglas
contention was the wolghtier,

This was the condition of things on Friday
morning, the Afth day of the convention.
An exciting and acrimonlous debate occurred
regarding the rival platforms on Friday and
Baturday. One of the strongest speeches
made on the Deuglas slde was dellvered by
Hoeory B, Puyne of Ohlo, who spoke for the
minority report of the committee, e sald
that every man who signed the minority re-
port "“felt in his consclence and in his heart
that upon the result of our deliberations and
the nction of this convention, In all buman
probability, depended the fate of the demo-
eratie party and the destiny of the union,"
The earnestness and slneerity with which
these words were uttered lmpressed all his
hearers, and the prophetic spirit which they
displaye] made theimm memorable afterward.
1 would appeal to the south,” he added, Lo
put po welghts on the porth--to let them
run this race unfettored and unbampered.
It the appeal I8 answored, the north will do
fer duty in the struggle.'”

MORNING STAR OF SEUESSION,

The most effective gpeech on the soutbern
alde was delivered by Willlam L. Yancoey,
Alabama’s sllver-tongued orator, the "morn-
ing star of spcession.” He sald the men of
the south came to the convention with one
great purpose, to save thelr constitutional
righis If It lay In thelr power to do wo
“We are In the minority,” he declared, “as
wé have been taunted here today, = ¢ »
We, therefore, as the minority, take the
rights, the mission and the position of the
minority. What Is It we clalm? We elulm
the bLenefit of the constitution, which was
made for the protection of minorities—that
constitution which our fathers made Lhat
they aud their children should always ob-
sorve—that a majority should net rely upon
thelr oumbers and streagih, but should
loyally look loto the written compact and
see where the minority was to be respected
and protected.” Then Yaucey attacked the
Douglus mes for concediog thet slavery was
worally lpdefensible. “You say that slavery
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not exist by the law of pature or by

the Taw of God; that It oal
state law —that It wan Sroag, Lt you wore
not to blame. That was your position and it
wie a wrong position. If you had taken the
tauitlon that slavery was right, and there-
fcre ought to be, you would have triumphed,
and antislnvery would have died In your
inkist,  But you Lave gonie down hefore the
enemy mo that they have pul thelr fool upon
your neek. You wiil go lower and lower
WHIT unless you change frout and alter your
tacotios When | was a in the
northern satatea alolltionists pelted
with rotten egges. Dut now wils band of
abolitlonisis  lna spread and grown into
thres bunds—the black ropubildans, the free
sollers and the squatter soversignty men—
kIl represeuting ths common sentiment that
slavery Is wrong. I say it ln no disrespect,
but It Is a logleal argument that your as-
Kertion that slavery in swrong has been the
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| enuse of all this diseord.”

This demand that northern demoorais any
slavery was right was formulnted by the
pxtremisiy only, the men like Yancey, Soule
aniid Toombs and the other fire-oaters, but
thare wax a gonernl spirit of Intelerance
anong the majority of the seuthern dele-
Eatew, which showed that Beward's ‘'lrre-
prosgible confilet’ had striek the demotratie
party. Severnl of the unoerthern Jdeleigates,
among them Senntor Oeorge B, Pugh of
Ohlo, resented this demand, some in dig-
nified and others In Impoassioned speech.
This was the situation on Saturday, the sizth
day of the eonvention, whepn Senator Wils
llam Bigler of Pennsylvanin, & moderate
man and a clowe friend of Prestdent lhl-l
clianan, moved that all the platform be
recommittéd and that the commities on
resolutions be Instructed to report a plat-
form on the general lines lald down by
Bigler. The second proposition was rejectod,
but the recommitment was made. Late on
Saturday afternocon the committee reported
two platforms, ax before, slightly changed
in langunge, but In purport and spirit the
same a8 the eariler dellverances. After a
furthor fleree dobnte an adjournment wus
taken untll Monday,

THE DOUGLAS PLATFORM.

On Monday the Douglas platform was
adopted by tha conventlon by a vote of 165
to 148,  The ominous geograpnical line re.
veuled [self in the ballot, Only twelve dele-
gates from the slave states voted for the
Douglas platform, and only thirty from the
free states voted agoninst it. Most of these
thirty were gained by the use of the
Duchanan administration's patronage, which
pent “northern men with southern princi-
plea” from Callfornia, Oregon and one or
two other free states to the conventlon to
defeat Douglas, When the platform was
adopted the corisls came, The extreme
southern view of slavery extension had
been rejected by the conyvention, and now the
gsouthern delegations started to withdraw,
Alabama lTeading, Before each delegation
left the hall one of Its members would de-
liver n short specch of protest ngainst the
action of the convention, That of Glenn,
who spoke for the Mississippl delegation,
eanused o tumult among the audience, most
of which belonged in Charleston and other
wouthern points, and produced a sensation
among the northern delegates.  ““The people
of Misslusippl ask,"” he sald, “what s the
construction of the platform of 18567 You
of the north say It means one thing, we of
the south aunother, They nsk which s
right, and which I8 wrong? The north have
maintained thelr position, but while dolng
80 they bave not acknowledged the rights
of the south. Wo say, go your way, and we
will go ours. But the south leaves not like
Hagar, driven Into the wilderness, friendless
and alone, for in sixty days you will find a
united south standing shoulder to shoulder.'

That was a fateful hour for the democratic
party, It also hnd momentous consequences
for the country. The split which oceurred
In the democracy at that time gave tho re-
publicans the victory in 1860, which was
sefzed upon by the south as & pretext for
secession, this resulting In civil war, the
overthrow of slavery, a sweeplng revolution
in the social conditions of the southern
states, and a change in tho entire current
of the country’s history. Seccossion and war
woild have como some time, for the exac-
tions of the southern extremists had hecome
unendurable, but if the democratic rupture
had been postponed until after 1860 that
party probably would have hung on to
prawer in the election that year and the
excuse for disunlon would not have come
until later.

On the withdrawal of the southern dele-
gates the convention voted that two thirds
of a full convention should be necessary for
the nomination of candidates. After ffty-
sweven ballots, in which Douglas, the lomiil;g
aspirant, never came nearcr than about fifty
votes to the 202 neceassary for a nomination,
the convention on May 3 adjourned to meet
in Baltimore on June 18, Douglas was nom-
inatod at the Baltimore gathering. The se-
ceding delegates moet In another hall in
Charleston, and adjourncd to meet In Rich-
mond June 11. These soceders on June °8
ondorsed the nomination of John C. Breck-
Inridge, who had beon put up by the
Douglas convention in Baltimore.

OTHER PARTY DOLTS.

The whig and knownothing parties, the
former in 1848, and the latter in 18668, had
bolts In conventions, but these had no di-
reot Influence on politics at that time. The
slavery lssue was the cause of both, There
were Lwo schisms In the republican party, not
counting the silver rupture of 1508, though
neither of them created a formal demon-
stration In a natlonal conventlon of the
party. ‘The two referred to were the liberal
republican revolt of 1872 and the mugwump
bolt of 1854, The lberal republican sclism
may be sald to have started in Missourl in
1870, and B. Gratz Brown, who was nom-
Inated for vice president in 1872, and Carl
Schurz, then a senator from Missour), were
among Its lenders, Other prominent repul-
lleans  who figured In It were Horace
Greeley, fte presldentiol standard bearer in
1872; Lyman Trumbuli, Cavid Davis, Andrew
(3. Curtin, Penrsylvanin's “war goyernor:”
George W, Jullan, Jacob 1. Cox and Charles
Irancls Adams. It had no Immedlate in-
fluence on parties, for the republicans gained
nn overwhelming victory in 15872,

The mugwuinp bolt had more sorlous con-
sequences.  That there would be a bolt if
Blulne were nominated was shown plainly
by some of his friends and encmles In the
ronvention., That part of the opposition to
Blaine based upon the vevelatlons of the
Mullignn lettors bogan to muanifest itself in
I§76, when these letters were first Lrought
to the frout, and the bolt would have talen
place then had he been nominated. With
the hopo of heading off a bolt a delegate in
the convention of 1884 Introduced a resolu-
tion In Blaine's Interest like the one Conk-
ling presented In 1880 In Grant's Interest,
binding overy member of the conventlon
to "support the nominee,” but this tlwe the
resolution was withdrawn, The resolution
callad out strong protests from several
Aelegates. One of the number was George
Whliam Curtis, who sasid: *A republican
and a free man 1 came to this convention,
and, by the grace of God, a republican
and a free man will 1 go." When Blalne
was nominated Curtls, Carl Schurz and
other prominent republicans withdrew
from the party, The only thing about the
mugwump  bolt which surprised anybody
was lis extent. It undoubtedly transferred
from Blaine to Cleveland many times more
than the number of votes represented in
the 1,100 plurality for Cleveland in the de-
clalve state of New York o that year,

One hears go much of the erratic quallty
of Yankes inventive talent that people have
to Imagine that for flying ma-

arc pecullarly American, Nothlng
coild be farther from the truth, The
Is that vastly more attention has been given
thig sort of Investigation than
The English have ten
to our one, and the French
are quite as enthusiastle
Iudeod, Inguiry proves that the patents in
fiying maoachines talien out in this country
are largely held by foreigners,

Hills are introduced In every congress to
furnish money for the gonstruction of flying
machines. Only the other day one was of-
ferad by Senator Peffer in behalf of James
8. Cowiden, who wants $15.000 to bulld an
alrshiip on the mechanical principle of a
Nsh, which animal Is regarded by the In-
ventor as a more satisfnctory model than
the oft-used hird. It is a fact, Interesting
in this connection, that o patent was granted
in 1818 for a bLalloon in the shape of n Nish
Many yoars later Charles E. Spencer secured
dxclusive rights in a conteivanee that was
a sort of a cross between a flah and a bird
It wus Intended to run nlong on the ground
for a space in order to get a sturt, lnunch-
ing itself in the alr thereupon and going
ahiead by means of revolving fins,

Dr. B, D. Battey is the inventor of an
nerostat that fs formed ke a glgantic fish,
with the hody of sheet aluminum and a
fan-shaped tall, The body 18 supported hy
A pair of wings that run f{ta length, their
Inelination being controlled by a pilot wheel,
80 that the aérinl vessel la able to ride or
to descend at will, It Is propelled by a
sorles of explosions In the rear, small pel-
lets of wnitro-glycerin being fed automat-
leally Inte a cup opening backward and
discharged by electricity, Tt will bo plainly
seen from this desoription that if the ma-
chine doea not float and travel the pat-
ontee Is not at fault; he has provided for
everything,

At the same tlme It must be admitted
that there (8 no more Interesting tvpe of
aerial traveler than the steam bird devised
by John Kinnersley Smythies, 1t has wings
made of real feathors, connected with the
piston rod of a steam coylinder, which, in
rising and falling, flaps the wings up and
down. The boiler consists of a number of
small tybes, In order to afford a large hoat-
lng surrace with Httle welght and small re-
quirement of water. The heat is obtained
by burning vaporized hydroscarbon with o
hot air Dblast. The exhaust steam {8 con.
densed in the hollow tall of the muachine,
thus saving the water for use again and
ogaln.

An up-todate inventor Iz R. . Moore.
His machine {s a counterfeit of a bat on a
gigantic scale, the wings of aluminum and
the frame covered with goldbeaters' skin.
Thus the utmost possible lightnegs 1o se-
cured. The load and driving machinery are
suspended beneath, propulsion belng accom-
plished by the flapplng of the winga. An-
other Ingenlous patentee proposes to mnke
wings of enormous artificial feathers of
tin and silk. With these he is confldent of
being able to flap along, using his tail
feathers for steering.

An Idea that really seems practical |s
attributed to a German pamed Schultz, He
proposes to send up a balloon from a ship
for the purpose of attacking forts on shoro.
In a case of thls sort an Important dificulty
Hos In the weight of the rppe by which the
balloon remalns aittached to the ship. It
would  drag the balloon down, but for
Schullz's valuable suggestion, which com-
prehonds the employment of smaller auxili
ary balloons to sustain the cable. With
this arrangement It 18 casy for the balloon
to take advantage of a favoving breeze and
flont over the fortifications attacked, drop-
ping explosive cartridges costaining nitro-
glycerin or dynnmite from aloft,

PATENT OFFIUE HESTRICTIONS,

Pormerly the United States patent office
was accustomed to grant patents for fliying
machines, " without the slightest reference
to the praeticability of the notions they
represented, Nowadays It is different, and
exclusive rights are refused to Inveotors
whoge theories are too obviously absurd
The aeronautic class of Inventlons a8 ro-
garded ns a “erank"” class: vet {deas are
found In It which are in the direct lne of
the evolution of the practical airship that
in destined to be some day. The firat
American patent for a flying machine, by
the way., was granted to Muzl Muzzi, an
Italian, In 1844,

The most distinguislied erank of modern
times In the laoe of aerlal navigation was
the earl of Aldborough, who, in 18568 and
subsequent years, ook out a number of
patentis on flying machines which he de
soribed with a definitoness that wonld have
done credit to George Francls Train, No
body has ever been able to make out the
meaning of his speclfieationg.  They cover
many pages of the Britlsh patent omee re.
ports  accompanied by elaborate drawings,
Some of  the drawings repregent  attacks
upon forts by flects of balloons. It Is ab-
vious that the earl was insano; but the
British patent offlce has never reguired that
an fdea offered to It shouwld posscas elemonts
of practicableness, You pay your moncy,
and you can get a patent there for convort-
Ing the moon Into markelable cheese at a
penny a slite,

Looking over the fAles of United States
patents, one finds the name of Dr. Deckloy,
whose acrial apparatus Is provided with a
pecullar condenser. The machine descends
by withdrawing gas into the condenser, and
ascends by permitting It to expand, T, H,
Car! has a device far simpler. 1t ls a huge
umbrella, with a sort of wing atiached to
the handle, The operator presents the wing
to the wind at diferent inclinations, Ae-
cording to the directlion in which he wants
to travel. Rather more surprising is a bal-
loon rigged ke a three-masted ship, with
alde paddle-wheels Lo assist the propulsion
afforded by the salls. This Is the concep-
tlon of & gentleman named O. Francis

The bird idea la very popular with saero-
pautic theorists. W. F. Quinby affers a
picture of himself, in which he {8 seen o
the act of manazing outsapread wings much
in the manner of & man who rows a hoat.
In another patent a clgar-shaped Lalloon
Is propelled by six oarsmen with winged
oars, which collupse automatically on the
backward stroke. Thayer Is the name of

EXVLOSIVES AS MOTIVE POWER.
